1S77, Ten Broeek electrified racing enthusiasts by running a mile in the then 
unprecedented time of 1:39%. This record stood until Racine reduced it to 1 :39V’ at Washington Park in 
1 890. This time was equaled at Morris Park by La Tosca in 1891 and at the same track Chorister ran a 
in* Je in 1:39 , 4 in 1N93. It was not until 1894 that a mile was run in better than 1:39. Libertine scoring in 
1 :38-" 4 at Harlem.

Tim 
two gray li'erod strains are those of the Wild Day I 
roll descendant. Pepper and Salt, continued by • 
Gray Leg and Senseless, who. with the few descen- 
dants from See Saw are all that is left iu England 
of this once* powerful Highflyer lino of Hons] -m l 
those of Le Saney. Great sires of all times have 
produced gray colls with gray mares, hut not one 
of them has established a new family of grays. If 
Tagalie were mine I would not hesitate to have her 
covered by Senseless, if only for the sake of getting 
a filly who cannot possibly fail to become a grand 
broodmare, <*onsidcriug the amalgamation of two of 
the stoutest Herod lines in existence. 

In the "Deutschcr Sport” reference is made to the 
obvious su|»eriority of the gray descendants from L** 
Saney a s it appears from the last year’s racing t 
records of the Italian turf. Of 431 horses run 
twenty-nine were grays. Eight were offsprings jj 
from Moueheron. hy Uhambertiu. hy Le Saney: t . 

seven are by L* Souvenir, by Le Saney; three by 
Le Samaritaiii and three by Soberano. both sons < f = 
Le Saney. One is by Miroir de Portugal, a brother 
to Le Saney. The most successful gray was I .a ' 
Sauterelle. which won 21.350 lire. Site is by Si. 
Damien and her dam. T.a Sirene. by Le Rasitb . by - 
Le Saney. Altogether these twenty-nine grays ,vo a I 
142.045 lire. If from this sum the stakes are de- 
ducted which the Fiench horses, Kildare and Clairon ( 
II. carried over the frontier, there remains an 
average of 5.261 for the twenty-seven grays foaled 
in Italy. In order to show the mormons vitality 
of these grays it may h<* mentioned that the now 
font year-old daughter of I a* Souvenir. La PaquiL . 
took part in twenty-six races. Tin* record in this ( 
direction is held by G bad a Hies, by Le Samaritrn. 

He passed t lie* starting gate thirty-live t lines last 
year, wop seven of these races, was second in tea ( 
and third in six. IBs first race he ran on February 11, 
at Neapel. the opening meeting on the Italian turf, 
and the last on December 1 at Rome, the closing 
meeting. Of these thirty-five performances several 
were "over the sticks" and a few steeplechases \\ 
proper.
